are here to stay emerged today as the top-line feature of 


Finance Minister Abbott's 
the Commons. 


Last night, in a  10,000-word 
budget speech to a _ crowded 
chamber, he indicated that new 
government policy begins as of 
now by reporting that he had no 
major tax changes to make. There 
were no cults in rates on personal

The chief question to be considered by 
the city council in the Detwiler proposal

Most of the opposition offered to this 
development project is from those who will 
have tv compete with the services of the 
new group of structures or from those who 
have gambled on the city developing in 
another direction, 

Thus, L. Y. Cairns, representing a 
small prosperous group and _ business 
interests in the McLeod and Tegler build- 
“ings has attacked the proposal before the 
municipal law committee of the legislature. 

It is the privilege of the men he repre- 
sents to make their protest. 

But this opposition is not valid opposi- 
tion because it is interested opposition, It

New Race Track Is 


Incorporation of the Northern Alberta 
Jockey Club to establish another race 
track in Edmonton is not.desirable because 
if this community could stand a longer 
racing season the Edmonton Exhibition 
Association is capable of providing it. 

There are two racing franchises of 14 

days each held in Edmonton, one for the 
north side and one for the south side. 
* The Exhibition Association uses the 
14 days provided for the south side and 
only six of the 14 days provided for the 
north side. 

Thus there is an eight day surplus in 
the racing franchises which is not used 
at all. 

It is not used because the Exhibition 
Association believes that the Community 
could not stand further diversion of the 
public’s money from ordinary commercial 


purposes. 

Competition in racing is far different 
from competition in normal business 
pursuits. 


Canada’s Radio Syst 


General Manager James Allard of the 
Canadian Association of Broadcasters has 
told the annual meeting of his group in 
Niagara Falls that the $2.50 radio licence 
fee will likely be abolished in Canada. 

This may be a case of the wish father- 
ing the thought. But it does add to the 
pressure of protest that is building up 
inexorably against the present system of 
radio control in this country. 

The central objectionable 
these:

Mayor Sidney Parsons and Commis- 
sioner John Hodgson, who more than any 
other two men are responsible to the 
citizens for making an intelligent decision 
in this matter, are enthusiastically in favor 
of the Detwiler plan. 

And so is everyone else who has no 
personal axe fo grind. 


Not Required 


That fact is recognized in the rigid 
control over racing meets exercised by the 
provincial government.

Editor, Bulletin — Having some 
experience in provincial, muni- 
cipal and schoo! affairs, | may be 
permitted to comment on the 
proposed County Act. 

It appears to be an attempt by 
the Minister of Municipal! Affairs 
to correct the muddle made in 
setting up the present enlarged 
units. Any intelligent government 
would have first set up the mun- 
icipal unit and placed the school 
unit in jt with common boundar- 
ies, then both organizations could 
have used the same building for 
offices with co-operation assured. 

I may first advise this scheme 
is not voluntary as stated, but 
mandatory, for it empowers the 
government to set up a system of 
County Councils in this thinly 
populated province at any time. 

To go to the extreme there 
may be 11 persons elected to the 
council with power to appoint an- 
other 11 to serve with them, but 
for this purpose ] will take 9 
councillors. 

At the first meeting they will 
appoint themselves into three 
committees of three each on 
municipal, school and municipal 
hospital. The three on the muni- 
cipal can appoint three electors 
to serve with them or a commit- 
tee of six, who will prepare esti- 
mates which shall be administer- 
ed and expended under their 
jurisdiction. Jt should be noted 
that these six men will have con- 
trol over some 2400 miles of 
roads and all other work carried 
on by the present councils 

The three councillors on the 
school committee may appoint 
four tors or a committee of 
seven to take care of the work of 
the present schoo! boards, with 
the same number of councillors 
and electors for the municipal 
hospital committee 

Although there may be conflict

WASHINGTON, March 29.— 
(AP)—The United States has an- 
nounced acceptance of a British 
proposal for a full-dress review by 
the western powers of the pro- 
blems of the cold war. 

Foreign Secretary Bevin extend- 
ed an invitation for a meeting of 
the 12-power North Atlantic Coun- 
cil to be held in London May 8. 

At the same time, it is under- 
stood, there are to be conferezces 
of the big three western foreign 
ministers—Bevin, State Secretary 
Acheson of the United States and 
Foreign Minister Schuman of 
France.
